SUMMARY OF EVENTS 
OF THE PAST WEEK 


CANADIAN 


Good rains have fallen all over the 
West and the crop prospects generally 
are very bright. 

Sertous trouble has occurred in Nova 
Scotia among the striking miners. At 
New Waterford the strikera had 
Seized the power plant but tie police 
recaptured it. A very large boty of 
miners then marched to recapture it 
from the po:ics, A body of mounted 
Police charged the mob, but wer 
‘badly beaten and many of them seri- 
ously injured. Amongst the mob one 
man was killed and several injured. 
The mob then took the power plant 
and destroyed it. Troops have been 
sent from Halifax and are in posses- 
sion of the ruing of the power plant. 
Looting of the stores of the British 
Empire Steel Corporation has taken 
place by the strikers and some build- 
ings have been burned. The Royal 
Canadian. Dragoons, and the Royal 
Canadian Regiment are aléo under 
orderg to tbe ready to proceed to the 
strike area at a m)ment's notice. No 
settlement is in sight. Premter Arm- 
strong, of Nova Scotia, has issued a 
declaration in which he denies that 
there ia real distress among the min- 
ers, and states that they have ‘been 
receiving help from the Red Interna 
tional. : 

The last assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church took place in Toronto 
and was immediately followed by the 
first congress of the United Church 
and the first assembly: of the non- 
concurring. Presbyterians known as 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada. 
Great crowds attended these meetings. 
A certain amount of bitterness was 
shown between the two sections of 
the Presbyterian Church, and the as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada was marked by quite lively 
dissension on some personal matters. 
The budget of the United Church for 
itg first year is estimated at four mil- 
lion dollans. 
| The Dominfon Government's pro- 
posal that the Railway Commission 
shall revise and equalize the freight 
rates is meeting with strenuous oppo- 
sition from the West. Premier Oliver, 
of British Columbia, has declared 
against the terms of the proposal, and 
the provinces of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan are uniting-to oppose it. 
The chief objection seems to be that 
the proposal does not go far enough 
in the direction of reducing rates on 
west-bound freight or on freight other 
than grain east-bound. 

The Government bill to provide five 
and a half million dollars for the re- 
lief of the Home Bank depositors has 
passed the House of Commons by 100 
votes to 20. 

Premier Greenfield of Alberta has 
stated that he is waiting to see which 
railway system will make the best 
offer for the taking over of the E., D. 
& B. C. railway. 

The Dominion Government has ap- 
pointed a committee to select a flag 
for Canada. 

The Comnjittee ” investigating the 
question of the Petersen contract with 
the Dominion Government, for a sub- 
gidized line of freight steamers, has 
recommended no subsidy. Sir Wil- 
liam Petersen, after hearing the de- 
bate, returned to his hotel and imme- 
diately after died of heart faflure. 

The Nanaimo miners have voted 
to accept a lower wage scale and to 
join a Canadian federation of miners. 

{he signe seem to continue favor- 
able to a Dominion election in the 
autumn. Nova Scotia is having a 
general election at the end of this 
month. 

It is declared to be quite likely that 
{Lord Byng will accept a second term 
as Governor-General of Canada unless 
some special emergency arises. 

Lord Haig is expected to visit the 
Calgary stampede in July. 


FOREIGN 


It has been ddfinitely announced 
that, subject to the approval of the 
British parliament, the British Gov- 
ernment has agreed to join in a eccur- 
ity pact with France and Germany, 
guaranteeing the present territorial 
arrangements on the Rhine. This guar- 
antee is given to both France and 
Germany against aggression from the 
other. It is conditional on Germany 
joining the League of Nations. As to 
the French demand to have the right 
to send troops across Germany if ne- 
cessary to aid Poland, the agreement 
provides that this must be sanctioned 
by the League of Nations. The Cana- 
dian Premier, Mr. Mackenzie King, 
has stated in parliament that Can 
ada’s opinion as to this agreement has 
not been asked and that it has there- 
fore not been given and that Canada 
{s not a party to the pact. On the 
other hand, all the dominions have 
been informed of the negotiations, and 
it seems certain that they will be 
consulted before the agreement is fin- 
ally concluded. Strong opposition has 
developed in Britain to the agreement 
particularly in the Labor party. Lord 
Beaevrbrook in his paper, the Daily 
‘xpress, states that the agreement 
will force Great Britain to choose be- 
tween France and the Empire, and 
that the Dominions will not support 
Great Britain. This opinion seems to 
be premature and overstated. 

Tt ig announced that a new depart- 
ment for the Dominions will be cre- 
ated in the British Government, with 
a secretary of state at its head, and 
an under-secretary, who will be the 
Head of the Committee of Overseas 
Settlement. 

The Norwegian relief ship which 
will tay to find Amundsen ie already 
in the Arctic. The United States gov 
ernment has ‘been considering the 
fending of one of its great airships

‘The Inter-AHied Commission of 
Military Control’s report on German 
disarmament has been published show- 
ing repeated evasions and defiance 
on the part of the Germans to in- 
spection and control by the alued 
inspecting officers. 

In spite of the alleged depsrture 
of the rum ships from off the United 
States coast, the price of liquor in 
New York remains unaffected, point- 
ing to the fact that it is being smug: 
gled in by some other route. 

Street fighting has to some extent 
continued in parts of Bulgaria but not 
on a large scale. There seems to be 
a threat of trouble in Greece in the 
form of a military conspiracy to upset 
the government, along the linea of 
other similar conspiracies in recent 
years in Greece. The Government has 
resigned. 

In China, the anti-foreign disturb- 
ances continue. At Shanghai matters 
are more quiet and two battalions of 
soldiers from Chang Tso Ling’s Man- 
churian army, have arrived to keep 
order. Chang Tso Ling is regarded as 
more or less the Japanese nominee, 
so that this may mean a form of 
carrying out the Japanese threat to 
take measuree to stop the disorder if 
China could not do it. In Hankow 
serious rioting has taken place and in 
Canton severe fighting between the 
Yunnanese and Cantonese, which has 
resulted in the driving out of the 
Yunnanese. The foreigners in Canton 
have been removed to a place of safety 
under the protection of the ‘Powers. 
In Hankow a Chinese mob attacked 
the arsenal of the British residents, 
who fired on the mob with machine 
guns and drove them off with loss of 
life. The Great ‘Powers have ad- 
dressed a solemn warning to the Chi- 
nese government on their responsi- 
bility for keeping order, but as that 
government has for some years past 
been a mere shadow, with no power 
whatever, such a warning {is not likely 
to have any effect. There is trouble 
also in Mukden and altogether the 
situation in China is most anxious. 

M. Painleve, Premier and Minister 
of War of France, has gone to Mor- 
occo by aeroplane to judge of the situ- 
ation there in person. He has had 
conferences with Marshal Lyautey and 
the French commanding officers. It 
is thought that very large reinforce- 
ments of aeroplanes will be sent from 
France in order to smash the Riffs’ 
power without delay. 

The United States will not be a 
party to the European security agree- 
ment. 

The trial of Shepherd, in Chicago, 
for the murder of young McClintock 
by inoculating him with typhoid 
germs, is making slow progress,

BACON HOG: SHORT 
COURSE | 


This course was held in Red Deer 
last Wednesday and Thursday and 
was an extremely valuable course for 
farmers. It was a matter for regret 
that more farmers did not attend as 
the information given was well worth 
hearing. . 

Mr. Carlyle, Live Stock Commission- 
cr for the province, opened the meet- 
ing. Mr. A. McMillan, of the Sheep 
and Swine Division, Ottawa, spoke on 
the subject of hog grading and laid 
siress on the fact that the foreign 
market was absolutely necessary for 
the western farmers, more than 113 
million Ibs. of Canadian bacon being 
raiketed in Great Britain last year. 
The consumption in the West was only 
about 2 third of the total production 
and was not greatly increasing. In 
order to hold this foreign market, 
quality was necessary and this qual- 
ity was not being maintained. The 
speaker explained in detail the types 
of hog which were wanted for the 
market, and stated that the average 
weight to aim at was about 200 Ibs. 
He dealt also with grading, explain- 
ing thai official grading was _ confined 
to hogs going to stock yards and pack- 
ing plants, and that it was most de- 
sirable that unofficial grading should 
be made a regular practice. 

Professor Sackville, of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, spoke as to brood 
sows aud feeding. He suggested that 
the breeding season should be more 
widely distributed over the year. As 
to feeding skim milk is the best feed 
for young pigs and finely ground oats, 
green outs, rape, and alfalfa were also 
all good feeds. He recommended the 
use of iodide of potassium as the pre- 
ventive of goitre and_ hairlessness, 
the iodide being given in water to the 
sow before farrowing, the proportion 
besyng an ounce to a gallon of water, 
and one teaspoonful being given per 
day. Pigs also require a certain 
amount of minerals in their meal, and 
the speaker gave as a suitable mixture 
185 lbs. slack coal 8 lbs. salt, 5 Ibs. 
lime and 2 lbs. sulphur to be placed 
where the pigs could get at it when 
they wanted. 

A demonstration was given of cut- 
ting up of a side from a thick smooth 
hog carcase as compared with one 
from a select bacon hog which showed 
that 58 lbs, of the former was worth 
on the market $11.32 against 57 Ibs. 
from the latter, valued at $12.59. 

Further explanations were given of 
the grading systems by Mr. Carlyle. 

While the attendance was, as has 
been stated, not as large as could have 
been wished, those who did attend 
were well satisfied, and it is to be 
hoped that by degrees more of the 
farmers wi!l come to realize the prac- 
tical value of these educational courses,

THE BY-LAWS VOTE 


On Monday next the vote will be 
taken on the two by-laws, that of 
$2,000 for the purchase of the wooded 
land on\Addison Heights to the south 
of the city, and that of $2,500 for the 
construction” of a cement arch bridge 
over the creek at Fifth street. It is 
to be hoped that citizens will give 
the queetion of both these by-laws 
careful attention. It is true that un- 
der existing circumstances there is 
the utmost need for public economy, 
but these by-laws eeem to come with- 
in the scope of wise expenditure. The 
purchase of the land on ‘Addison 
Heights is intended to prevent even 
the possibility of the fine belt of 
spruce trees being cut down for any 
purpose. Its destruction would cer- 
tainly damage the appearance of the 
city quite a little, and, as was very 
wisely pointed out in last week's “Ad- 
vocate,” Red Deer is a place which de- 
pends considerably on its attractive 
appearance as a means of inducing 
people to make their homes here. It 
is fairly safe to say that the present 
City Commissioners and Council 
would not have entered into such a 
proposal, if it had been in the nature 
of merely a scheme to sell to the city 
land which could not otherwise be 
sold at all. 

As to the bridge by-law, a bridge 
must certainly be built over the creek 
on Fifth street, and the etronger 
weight of evidence goes to show that 
the cement arch bridge proposed is 
the cheapest in the end. It is quite 
natural for the citizens to feel that 
it is rather hard that in a time of 
depression they should be asked — to 
incur expenditure which will be main- 
ly for the benefit of later and more 
prosperous years, but it is to be re- 
membered that payment of the amount 
borrowed under the by-law is spread 
over a large number of years and 
that the indications at present are 
that the depression is lifting and that 
better times are near at hand. It 
would therefore seem to be a great 
pity to put up a bridge which would 
have only a short life and involve 
an amount of upkeep expenditure 
much higher than the cement bridge, 
which we understand costs practi- 
cally nothing for upkeep. It wae 
just this objection to patch-work ex- 
penditure which was the main cause 
of the rejection of the school by-law 
some time ago. 

In any event, it is to be hoped that 
citizens will try to weigh the ques- 
tions carefully and without personal 
feeling, and record their votes in ac- 
cordance with their just convictions.

DISTRICT COURT GASES 


At the sittings of the District Court 
before His Honour Judge ‘Mahaffy 
last week two cases were tried. 

The case of J. R. Dingle v. H. F. H. 
Langley arose out of a rather compli- 
cated lease of farm land under which 
the tenant Langley unc'ertook a num- 
ber of varied duties and payments on 
the alleged failure in the performance 
of which, Dingle brought this action 
for $699.00.

The second case was that of Frank 
Ancrew v, John Quinn.

Judgment was given 
for the Plaintiff for $10.00 with costs. 
Counsel for the Plaintiff in answer to 
the Judge stated that his client desir- 
ed vindication of his character rather 
than heavy money damages. J. R.

THE DAIRY POOLS 


To the Hditor of The News. 
Dear Sir: : 

As the campaign for signing on the 
Pools is now on, we should consider if 
the Dairy Pool will be of any benefit 
to the average farmer. 


At present we sell our cream where 
we get best service. The grading is 
done by government appointed men, 
and prices are equal at all creameries 
for the same grades, hence there is no 
reason for cross shipping, and as we 
believe that creamery men are honest 
in testing, we should get all that is 
coming to us. 

The pool roganization tells us that 
we should get at least two cente# more 
per Ib. of butter fat, this being the re- 
sults of improved management and 
the stopping of cross shipping of 
cream. 
od the pool is considering in the die 
posal of the cream, it seems there are 
only two or three systems to be adopt- 
ed. ist, the manufacture of butter by 
the pool. Judging by experiences 
from Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Creameries and others, this has al- 
ways proved a dismal failure. The 
2nd@ system would be to sell the cream 
to existing creameries, and, if so, I 
cannot see how this can be of any 
benefit to us, if instead of getting our 
cheque direct from the creamery on 
the day of delivery, we are supposed 
to get probably 75% every month, 
which will be earmarked at head office 
and deductions made to pay the high 
officials and large number of extra 
middle men who will be required. It 
seems then that the imaginany extra 
two cents will be mostly imagination; 
but even supposing we ehould gat 
these two cents, how much would it 
amount to for a year to the average 
farmer? ‘Statistics give the average 
milk production per cow in Canada at 
4,000 Ibs., although in real dairy sec- 
tions such as Ontario and parts of 
Quebec there are large herds with 
averages of over 10,000 Ibs. per cow. 
Hence we may safely say that the 
average per cow in Alberta would be 
about 2,000 Ibs., and a large number 
will have an average of 1,000 Ifbs. 
(True, cows of the dairy breeds in Al- 
berta ‘will average 6,000 to 8,000 Ibs.), 
but as we now are figuring on the 
average cow, we find that it gives 
2,000 Ibs. of milk at a test of 3.5 to 4 
percent. or 70 to 80 lbs. of butter fat, 
say 75 Ybs., and an extra two cents 
per tb., or $1.50 per cow per year. On 
an average herd of 10 cows thie would 
be $15.00 for a year, less $2.00 mem- 
bership fee, or net $13.00. The ques- 
tion therefore comes to this: Should 
we be justified in selling our right to 
manage our own business for a space 
of 5 years for an imaginary profit of 
$13.00 per year, and have no redress 
in spite of all the blunders that may 
be made by the management of this 
pool? Tn conclusion, let me say that 
I would favor a local co-operative 
creamery, organized on the principles 
of the Danish Co-operative. Creameries 
by the producers and for the produc- 
ers, with less high paid officials.

Proof is ia purely relative word. No 
two people will be satisfied in every 
case with exactly the same degree of 
proof. . 
_ The vast majority of civilized peo- 
ple believe the earth is a spheroid. No- 
body actually knows it is, for it has 
never been proved beyond possibility 
of contradiction. Yet the presumptive 
evidence is s9 overwhelming that most 
educated people say they “know” the 
earth is round. They do not look upon 
this as an act of faith, but as a well- 
known fact. Is it unscientific to call 
the earth a sphere? The suggestion 
is ridiculous. 

The truth is that faith and know. 
ledge shade into each other so imper- 
ceptibly that it is impossible to draw 

- any hhard-and-fast line between them, 
: and the attempt to do so inevitably 
leads to quibbling and hair-splitting.

PAPER FROM STRAW 


Some of our readers may recall 
that a few ‘weeks past we published an 
editorial respecting the possibility of 
the manufacture of paper from straw. 
We now learn that one of our readers 
had previously made some enquiries 
and that there is now available in Red 
Deer some information concerning 
this process. It appears that it is 
possible to produce an excellent pu'p 
suitable for the manufacture of book 
and fine writing papers as well as 
newsprint. As may be remembered, 
the Loncon “Morning Post” is now 
printed on paper made by this process. 

‘The process has been proved ia 
nine mills in Europe since 1919 and 
there is a mill near Paris which was 
opened in November last and is now 
running at almost full capacity in 
competition with the products of other 
methods of manufacture. Large quan- 
tities of electricity are used and a 
great volume of water so not every 
place is suitable but it may well ‘be 
that some of our enterprising friends 
will like to look into this matter fur- 
ther as if the scheme is all that it ap- 
pears on a casual examination it would 
be of tremendous value to the country 
ant! also of considerable profit to those 
interested. We shall be glad to give 
any information on this subject which 
we may have to any enquirers.

It has now been ascertained that 
“freshness” means a definite chemical 
element in the tood, known as Vita- 
min C, and not merely a state or con- 
dition of the food.- Salted food has 
not got this element and therefore a 
diet of salted food resulted in scurvy. 

From this (first fact have come other 
discoveries. It appears that there are 
various natural essences, an extreme- 
ly small quality of which may make 
all the difference between ‘health and 
disease, full growth tand stunted de- 
velopment, even life and death. These 
“vitamins” have been prepared is a 
concentrated form, but not in an en- 
tirely pure form. It is suggested that 
a single tea cup will hold all that is 
necessary of any single element to 
last a humam being all ‘his life. 

The second of these vitamins to at- 
tract attention was one whose absence 
seems to result in certain nervous 
troubles. Peopie who lived mainly on 
“polished” rice, that is to say, rice de- 
privéed of its “germ” suffer from the 
disease of “beri-beri.” If the “germ” 
is added the disease does not appear. 
From this it has been inferred that 
the “germs” of cereals contain quali 
ties as valuable to health as_ the 
“freshness” quality already mentioned. 
“Vitamin B” is the name given to this 
element, and the belief that white 
bread is not entirely wholesome is 
based on the fact that it does not con 
tain the wheat germ and therefore no 
Vitamin B. 

“Vitamin A” is the most interesting 
at present. {It is found in animal fat 
but not in vegetable fat and oil, Thus 
young creatures fed on a diet lacking 
in animal fats are unhealthy and suf- 
fer from rickets, their bone formation 
being retarded. 

A really astonishing discoverv fol- 
lowed this, namely, that ordinary 
sunlight hag the same effect on young 
animals as “Vitamin A.” ‘Puppies giv- 
en no animal fat, such as milk butter 
and similar things, but given plenty of 
sunlight, do not suffer from rickets as 
much as if they are kept in the dark. 
Bven “antificial sunlight,” in the form 
of mercury vapor or quartz lamps or 
arc lamps, has the same effect as real 
sunlight. 

Thig fact explains why the natives 
of sunless countries, the Eskimos and 
Laplanders, eat large quantities of 
animal fats, while the people of sun- 
ny countries use vegetable oils. Italy 
and Greece are notable instances of 
this. It also explains why rickets is 
so common in smoky cities where the 
poorer people cannot afford to buy 
food containing animal fats such as 
whole milk. Those who know the city 
of Glasgow in Scotland will at once 
see the fonce of this argument. 

A more astonishing discovery fol- 
lowed. It was found that animals 
kept in receptacles which had been 
exposed to sunlight, thrived, even if 
themselves kept in darkness all the 
time. ‘The name “tonic air” was giv- 
en to this sun filled air. It was fur- 
ther found that where receptacles 
were used, some of which contained 
sawdust, while others did not, those 
which had the sawdust gave the best 
result, the sawdust apparently acting 
as a light absorbent when exposed to 
the sun, and giving off this light to the 
animal in the receptacle during the 
period of darkness. 

It appears then that light can be 
stored up in wood or other vegetable 
structures and given off to animals in 
darkness in small but sufficient quan- 
tities, which enable the animal to live 
on similar quantities of animal fat 
than would otherwise be necessary 
It is possible even to “irradiate” foods 
which have not got this vitamine in 
them. Vegetable oils exposed to sun- 
light or arc lamps acquire "Vitamin 
A” or its bone producing qualities, for 
“Vitamin A” is now thought to be a 
complex element made up of 2 or 
more simple elements. Tt has also 


been discovered that “anti-vitamines” | 


exist in food along with “vitamines.” 
In many cereals including oatmeal, 
there is an anti-vitamin opposing the 
‘bone forming “Vitamin A.” Therefore 
a diet of whole meal bread must be 
‘offset by milk or other fat containing 
food. ‘Porridge and milk” or “bread 
and butter” are not merely accidental 
associations but the result of in- 
stinctive knowledge just as is the use 
of bDlubber in Greenland or olive-oil in 
Italy. This anti-vitamin in cereals 
can be rendered less active or even 
wholly inactive by the grgin being 
exposed to sunlight. 

These discoveries throw much light 
on the habits of mankind in all places 
and at all times—his diet, his tendency 
‘to line the rooms he lives in with wood 
and his enjoyment of the sun. Fur- 
ther, sunlight and “Vitamin A" both 
increase the germ-killing power of the 
blood and maintain the body's defence 
against disease. Thus the new know- 
ledge of diet is becoming a branch of 
preventive medicine, and it is seen 
that purification of the air, provision 
of playing fields and parks in cities, 
access to artificial sunlight in Winter 
and so forth are really varieties of 
“food reform.” 

The facts contained in this article 
should be of real interest to us in 
this sunlit Western Canada. They 
might also throw much light on such 
notable physical facts as the height 
and generally fine physique of the 
Australians and which were so gener- 
ally noted in the late war. The whole 
question is of the utmost importance 
and seems to open up very extensive 
and profitable fields of enquiry.

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THE NOVA SCOTIA 
STRIKE TROUBLES 


in the Nova Scotia 
strike area is becoming Serious. The 
fight at the New Waterford power 
plant was an ugly affair. It is rather 
surprising, under the circumstances, 
that not more than one life was lost, 
and that the injuries were not more 
severe. The looting and burning of 
the company’s stores are also deplor- 
able occurrences, and the compara- 
tively passive attitude of police and 
troops in face of them is somewhat 
difficult to explain. 

Whatever the merits or demerits of 
the opposing sides in the strike dis- 
pute, there can be no question that 
it is the first duty of the Government 
to preserve order and stop looting 
and violence. Otherwise there is an 
end to ordered government. Moreover, 
it is a fatal mistake to treat the be- 
ginnings of such violence with com- 
parative indifference as if they were 
of no serious importance. That is 
merely making the way easy to vio- 
lence which cannot pessibly be iz- 
nored and which will lead to more loss 
of life and more bitterness and de- 
struction. If the Government feels 
that there is no ground for interfer 
ence in the dispute then by all means 
let it leave the parties to settle it by 
themselves—always provided they do 
6o peacefully. Canada does not want 
to see anything approaching to the 
private wars and blood feuds which 
go on in the Balkans, Chicago, Ken- 
tucky and other uncivilized parts of 
the world. 

Premier Armstrong's published dec- 
laration that the distress among the 
miners has been much exaggerated, is 
an important one. It ie notable as 
being made on the eve of a general 
election in Nova Scotia, when it is 
highly unlikely that such a statement 
would have been made unless it were 
true, lest it should become ammuni- 
tion for political opponents. He fur- 
ther states that the striking miners 
prefer the red flag to the British one 
and that they are in receipt of finan- 
cial help from the Third International, 
otherwise the Bolshevists. That, too, 
is an important fact in the situation. 
If true, it makes it all the more im- 
portant that the strikers should have 
it made perfectly clear to them that 
they will not get their way by vio- 
lence. 

It was only a few weeks ago that 
attention was called in these columns 
to the fact that if a Bolshevist-in- 
spired disturbance were to be got up 
in an industrial district and violence 
were attempted, there would be an 
immediate call for the often despised 
soldiers of Canada to stop it. Here is 
a speedy verification of that sugges- 
tion. 

The settlement of this dispute in 
an orderly fashion is to be earnestly 
desired. In Alberta and elsewhere in 
Canada there are men in the indus. 
trial regions eagerly watching the de- 
velopment of such disputes. It should 
be made clear to them and to all 
others that in any event the Govern- 
ment intends to govern and to see to 
it that the King’s peace is kept un- 
broken.

THE EUROPEAN

as settled by the Treaty of Versailles 
Inasmuch as Britain is a party to that 
treaty, and inasmuch as the proposed 
agreement very much resembles the 
guarantee treaty for Belgian neutral- 
ity to which Britain was a party from 
1830 till 1914, there does not seem to 
be anything veny new in principle 
about the proposed agreement. It has, 
however, been hailed with determined 
opposition by various sections of Brit- 
ish opinion: The Labour Party declare 
that it is a renewal of the system of 
alliances which led to the late war, and 
Mr. Ramsey Macdonald, leader of the 
{Labour Party, and late Premier of 
Britain, has denounced the agreement 
as tending not to security but to strife. 
These criticisms are obviously  un- 
sound and to some extent at least in- 
sincere. Thie new agreement is made 
with both France and Germany. It is 
a guarantee to both against attack by 
the other. There is no question of op- 
posing groups of allied powers. It is 
merely an extension of the principle 
involved in the whole League of Na- 
' tions, that if any power attacks anoth- 
‘er, the aggressor will find arrayed 
,against it not only the power it at- 
_tacks but also all the other members 
of the League. If Britain had made it 
_ clear in July, 1914, that any violation 
of Belgian neutrality would inevitabiy 
mean war, most men of standing in 
public affains are now of the opinion 
‘that war would have been averted for 
,the time at least. It is exactly such 
an open and honourable declaration 


that is involved in the present 
agreement. 

It is strange and disappointing to 
see the strength of the tendency 


‘amonget all nations, great and small, 
to pursue a policy of sheer immediate 
self-interest. The United States far 
| from Europe and its troubles, refuses 
'to join the League of Nations to pre- 
;serve peace, and refuses because of 
the fear of being drawn into Euro- 
pean wars. This refusal ignores alto- 
gether the fact that without any shad- 
ow of a League or its agreements the 
United States was drawn into the 
Great War in spite of iteelf. In the 
same way the British opponents of 
the new agreement utterly ignore the 
fact that again and again in her his- 
| tory Great Britain has been drawr in- 
to European wars simply because her 
interests would not allow her to stay 
out of them, and today with the new 
developments of air power and long 
range weapons, and closely woven in- 
ternational trade, she is far less able 
to etay out of all European implica- 
tions, and may as well face the fact 
and take measures accordingly. 

The Canadian Government's _atti- 
tude on the question is likely to be 
one of frigid refusal to support the 
ebay Government, though #o far the 
Premier has merely contented him- 
| selt with saying that Canada has not 
| been consulted. Undoubtedly Canada 
‘will be consulted before there is any 
thought of asking for the support of 
i the Empire as a whole for the agree 
;ment. Unfortunately the present 
; Canadian Government is not likely to 
approach the question with anything 
better than a spirit of suspicion and 
ill will towards co-operation with the 
Mother Country.

Empire. We must be either a subordin- 
ate protectorate of the States, which 
will certainly ask for some recom: 
pense for her protection in the form 
of tariff arrangements, St. Lawrence 
waterways agreements and other such 
things, or we must unite with the 
States. : 

‘Suppose we do unite with the Stat- 
es. What will be the result? Certain- 
ly there will be nothing very terrible 
for a time at any rate. Those of us 
who are of British birth or have kept 
strongly alive the feeling of British 
kinship, would certainly feel and re. 
sent the change strongly, but to many 
Canadians it would not make much 
difference at first. Americans are not 
very unlike oureslves on the surface. 
In fact one of the results of the Great 
War has been to draw British and 
Americans much closer together, to 
wipe out old enmities and make them 
realize how much they have in com- 
mon. Canadians visiting the States 
do not feel any very great apparent 
change in the customs and institutions 
they see around them. On the eurface 
there might be little difference, and 
on the other hand the wiping out of 
customs banriers between Cunada and 
the States, which would be the result 
of union, might make a vast difference 
to Canadian commercial prosperity. 

Now take the other side of the story. 
What about law and order. They are 
immeasurably supertor in Canada to- 
day than in the States. Yet with 
union the American system would in- 
evitably tend to encroach on that of 
Canada to the detriment of Canada. 
What about the racial tendencies? We 
should have to face the negro ques- 
tion, which now hardly exists in Cana- 
da. Further, it has been pointed out 
repeatedly in American’ publications 
of late that there are disquieting indi 
cations of ta complete change in the 
racial proportions of the States. The 
Latin races, Italians, Spaniards, Por. 
tugese and some of the ‘Slav races, are 
gaining ground at the expense of the 
Anglo-Saxons, and in another gener- 
ation may have gone far towards 
transforming the whole character of 
the American people. We in Canada 
are overwhelmingly Anglo-Saxon or at 
least Northern in our blood and our 
race tendencies. Are we likely to find 
union with the States a permanently 
agreeable one? ‘Our politics are not 
above improvement. Yet they are far 
cleaner than those of the States. 
Should we find it to our advantage to 
adopt the American system of elect- 
ing every possible official, from judges 
to town scavengers, in an orgy of per- 
petual election campaigns? 

What about family life and the di: 
vorce laws? In a number of Ameri- 
can States divorce {s the merest in 
cident and family life, as a result, id¢ 
being shaken to its roots. Is it desir- 
abla that that should} spread to 
Canada? 

All that this amounts to i# that in 
Canada, thanks to the climate and to 
the British connection, we are de- 
veloping a nation healthier in its 
fundamental characteristics and insti- 
tutions than that of the heterogene- 
ous assemblage of divers nationalities, 
partly white, which composes the Uni- 
ted States. If we join the States, al- 
most certainly weight of numbers 
alone will compel the modification of 
Canadian characteristics and institu- 
tiona in favour of American ones. If 
we leave the Empire and try to stand 
alone, at once our dangers and our 
burdens are vastly increased. If we 
mean to stay in the Empire then we 
must share its responsibilities and its 
burdens as well as its advantages. 

Undoubtedly the section of Canadian 
public men responsible for the present 
agitation have their eyes on the road 
leading to independence and then 
union with the States. Where are we 
going?

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~ THE YUKON 


(For the following description of 
the Yukon, “The News” is indebted to 


‘la resident of Rec! Deer who Nved in’ 


the Yukon for several years, and 
therefore writes of it. with first-hand 
knowledge: 

The Yukon—what a wealth of happy 
memories the name recalls! To the 
viwitor who merely tours the country, 
stopping perhaps for a few days in 
Dawson, the country cannot reveal it- 
self as it does to those who have lived 
through the glorious northern sum- 
mer, ‘witnessed the departure of the 
last ‘boat at the close of navigation, 
experienced an “inside” winter, anc, 
having seen ice go out of the river in 
the spring, thereby claiming the dis- 
tinction of being “sourdoughs,” have 
felt the lure of the Yukon. 

To reach this Land of Enchant- 
ment one travels by steamer from one 
of the Pacific ports, along the coast of 
British Columbia, which coast the 
travellers say excels the ‘beautiful 
fjords of Norway, and the wondrous 
beauties of the isles of Greece. The 
route lies among the islands nearly 
all the way, and the waters are as 
calm as those of a river. Wooded hills 
rise abruptly from the water's ec'ge. 
Their reflection in the smooth waters, 
blue skies and fleecy clouds above, 
Indian villages with their picturesque 
totem poles, glimpses of icebergs ard 
glaciers as Skagway is neared, make a 
pretty and interesting passage. The 
steamer reaches Skagway, the en- 
trance to the interior, where “Soapy” 
Smith and his gang of outlaws reign- 
ed in the early days. To see the 
greater beauties which lie beyond, one 
must pass over the White Pass and 
Yukon railroad. Although it is a ride 
of only a few hours, a great many 
thrills may be experienced on the 
way. The train climbs dizzying 
heights until it reaches the summit. 
crossing on its way a marvellous canti- 
lever bridge, resembling, in the dis. 
tance, a giant cobweb thrown ‘from 
cliff to cliff, and under which, far be 
low, may be seen the rushing, foam- 
ing waters of the Skagway River. 

Among the snow-capped hills at the 
summi , lies a beautiful little pool, fed 
by the glaciers, and reflecting on its 
surface the ‘changing colors of sky and 
mountain—a gem set in the ‘hills. This 
is the surface of the mighty Yukon 
River, which wends its way north 
ware! and westward, crossing and re- 
crossing the Arctic circle on its two- 
thousand mile journey to the sea. 

At the end of the railway journey 
and at the head of navigation {s the 
town of Whitehorse, where one takes 
the steamer for Dawson. ‘The river, 
for some distance, is very winding and 
very narrow. At one place, the Five 
Finger Rapids, the river narrows to 
about one hundred and fifty yards in 
wic'th, and five great hulks of stone 
rise, backing up the water as much as 
to raise it about a foot, causing a 
swell below for a few yards. With 
skilful navigation, the boats pass 
through in safety. 

Continuing the journey, Dawson, the 
Golden Metropolis of the North, built 
on the mud flats at the junction of the 
Klondike and Yukon rivers, is reach 
‘ed. Steam packets are used on the 
\Lower River. Not very far below 
Dawson are what are known as “The 
Flats.” where the river widens to six- 
ty miles or more. The channel is con- 
stantly shifting, so that the aid of a 
native is needed to pilot the steamer 
,through. There are several places of 
interest to visit on the way to the 
Behring Sea, Mission schools and In 
Gian villages with their quaing bury- 
ing grounds. 

On one such journey at Andreofsky. 
once an old Russian settlement on tha 
river, the steamer “Sarah” was anchor 
ed for a day awaiting the boat ‘coming 
up stream, as it was necessary to ex: 
change some freight. While waiting. 
a small boat was procured, and some 
of the passengers went back up stream 
to a point where a herd of several 
hundreds of reindeer had come to the 
river to Crink. 

In the morning of the following day 
target shooting was tried. It happened 
that some of the passengers, more in- 
cautious perhaps than the others, had 
wandered a little way from the boat, 
and ran across a flock of ptarmigan 
which flew at their approach. As it 
was not the open season for shooting, 
the man in the party handed over his 
feeling certain that 
the hirds would be safe. The lacy 
aimed and, by some strange chance. 
and without intent to kill, shot one of 
the birds. The bodv was then buried 
in a lonely spot on the tundra. Among 
the passengers was a representative of 
the government who, feeling the need 
of some fresh food. c'eclared that he 
would be responsible for chickens kill- 
ed out of season.. Only one bird was 
secured. Then when the fact of the 
other killing was disclosed, those re- 
sponsible were sent to recover the 
bird. It was not an easv task to find 
the spot where the dead biré! lay, but 
after wandering about on the tundra, 
all parts of which look alike, for about 
two hours, the bird was resurrected 
and brought hack to the steamer. 
Some of the men on hoard prepared 
the birds as far as nossible. handec! 
them over to the cook with orders that 
thev he cooked and placed on the 
ladies’ table for dinner. The jovous 
anticipation of these tit-bits of fresh 
food, after having lived on canned 
foof's and storage meats, can he imag: 
ined. As the ptarmigan did not ap- 
pear at dinner, nor at luncheon the 
following day. enquiries were made 
when it was found that the cook had 
mistaken orders and had eaten them 


An emnty, covered’ barge fastened ¢0 
and floating in front of the steamer 
was the scene of many activities— 
Eskimo dances, tha stately Minuet and 
Vireinia Reel. and haseball games. 

While in St. Michael. at the mouth 
of the Yukon River where it enters 
the Rehring Sea, the writer, along 
with the other guests on the steamer 
“Sarah.” witnessed native Eskimo 
dances at Moses’ Opera House. Three 
husky Eskimos dressed in parkas danc- 
ed to music providec' by other Eskl- 
mos. The music consisted of the heat- 
ing of drums accompanied by weird 
singing, One the Fox Dance, was in- 
tensely interesting. and executed with 
more grace than is generally seen in 
our Fox Trot. The dancers, with 
rhvthmieally swaving hodies and 
arms, rarely stirrec' from the spot 
where thev stood. but. at such times 
they would leap Into the air or per. 
form such marvellous movements as 
to cause mingled feelings of alarm and 
amusement to the snectators. When 
hecoming overheated by much cloriing 
and much dancing. they would remove 
some of their garments and then pro- 
ceed with the dance. 

The visitor from the “outsi¢le” has 
difficulty at first in distinguishing the 


Indian from the Hskimo. This the 
Indian resents very much, reminding 
‘one that the Indian cooks his fish 
while the Eskimo eats his raw. 
Beautifully fine baskets are woven 
by the Northern Indians, especiat)y by 


those of the Attu Islands, the ‘most | 


westerly of the Aleutian group. There 
the ‘baskets are woven under water to 
keep them soft and pliable. Into them 
are woven designs picturing some 
beautiful legends. Unfortunately, the 
art is dying out, and only the older 
Indians now Carry on the industry. 

The Indians are fast learning the 
value of money, and throughout the 
North may be found co-operative trad- 
ing stores, the Indians owning the 
stock and carrying on the business 
successfully. Tuberculosis is making 
great inroac's-into the various tribes. 
Mingling with the whites as they do, 
imitating their ways of living, and 
not understanding the laws of sani- 
tation sufficiently, they are rapidly 
dying off. 

From St. (Michael one may travel 
across Norton Sound to Nome, where 
gold was discovered in great quanti- 
ties on the shores in the early days. 
If good! connections are made, one 
may travel by one of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company's boats in com 
fort to Nome. if time is limited, it 
may ‘be necessary to travel otherwise. 
A small boat, the “Hetty B.” was 
requisitioned for the “Sarah’s” passen- 
gers. The sea was not smooth, nor 
was the “Hetty B.” very steady, so 
that it is feared the namre-was length- 
ened to an imprecation before Nome 
was sighted. The landing at Nome is 
made in unusual fashion. The waters 
arg very shallow near the shore, con- 
sequently boats have to anchor about 
a mile out. The passengers are then 
taken by lighterage to a point nearer 
the shore, where they are transferred 
to an aerotram, carried over the water, 
anc: dropped into the streets of the 
town. 

About a mile from Nome js an inter- 
esting Eskimo village. [Here the sou- 
venir hunters drove some fine bar- 
gains, having learned previously how 
to say, “How much?” and “Too much!” 
in the Eskimo language. Here, too, 
we were privileged to witness the cap- 
turing of a walrus. Besides providing 
the Eskimo with food and clothing, the 
walrus tusks are fashioned into curi 
ous and beautiful objects by the Eski- 
mos who.are skillec' in carving the 
ivory, generally with very crude imple- 
ments, 

The Yukon Territory, as distinguish- 
ed from the basin of the Yukon River, 
is uusally referred to as “The Yukon,” 
and it is well to bear in mind that it 
is the organized territory lying wholly 
in Canada, and in which is the Klon- 
dike region from which millions in 
gold have been taken, about which the 
following is written. After hearing of 
the fabulous wealth of the Yukon, the 
cheechaco or newcomer might expect 
to finc' gold nuggets lying among the 
grass roots. Such is not the case. 
The early production of gold in the 
territory was due to the energy of the 
prospectors who went in and wrested 
the gold from its ancient beds by the 
crudest ‘processes. They took the 
cream, anc! it was left to the engineer- 
ing men and expert hydraulic and 
dredge miners to get the remaining 
gold. Th individual miner who still 
employs the primitive methods of ob- 
taining the gold by open cutting or by 
crifting is rarely seen now. With the 
exception of Siberia, the Yukon is 
the only territory where perpetually 
frozen gravels have ‘been encountered 
{n placer diggings. Inthe Yukon the 
frost reaches bed rock, no matter how 
deep, and the ground must be thawed 
in order ¢o obtain the gold. This may 
be done ‘by removing the surface or 
“muck,” thus exposing the gravels to 
the sum, or by artificial means, using 
steam points which are ¢ériven into 
the ground to bed rock, and ‘eft there 
until the ground is thawed. With the 
establishing of hydraulics, and steam, 
and dredging plamts, the picturesque 
anc! primitive methods have ‘been 
abolished. Now, in nearly all the 
creek valleys, within a radius of fifty 
miles from Dawson, may be seen these 
monsters, tearing up the valleys, leav- 
ing in their wake piles of gravel from 
which the gold has been ‘taken. The 
gold dust of the Klondike district var- 
jes in value not only on different 
creeks and on different parts of the 
same ‘creek. but frequently on Ciffer- 
ent parts of the same claim. This {6 
due to alloy with varying proportions 
of silver. 

Gold is taken to the local banks in 
the form of dust, or, if quick silver 
has been used in “cleaning up,” as 
dry amalgam. Lifting the shining 
fold, detained by its weight among 
the riffles in the ‘boxes, and letting 
the precious metial slip through one’s 
fingers has a pecuHar fascination. 

The stranger to the Yukon can 
have no cenception of the flora of 
the country unless ‘he visits and sees 
for himself the valleys anc’ hillsides 
coverd with beatuiful blossoms that 
change in colour and variety with the 
passing months from May to October. 
The ground thaws two or three feet be- 
low the surface. This, with the al- 
most constant sunlight of the summer 
months and very little rain, the 
ground containing sufficient moisture, 
makes ideal conditions for rapid 
growth of vegetation. Sweet peas and 
other flowers are in bloom in the gar- 
dens in June. There are 80 many 
lovely wile’ flowers, to say nothing of 
the many varieties of bracken and 
ferns, and the far/famed northern 
mosses. The hillsides early in Mat 
are covered with ‘beautiful blossoms. 
while acres and acres of the beautiful 
spotted orchid are to be found. Then 
come ithe edible fruits, among them he- 
Ing the strawberry, currant, raspber- 
rv, wintergreen, blueberry, salmon 
berry, and three varieties of the cran- 
berry, one of which is considered of 
much finer flavor than the Cane Cod 
berry so much in demand for tabl9 use. 
It {s difficult to believe that these con 
ditions exist in a ‘country almost with 
in the Arctic regions. Vegetables 
grow to an enormous size and are of 
excellent flavor. Three greenhouses 
are maintained in Dawson, so that 
one may have cut flowers throughout 
the year from the sreenhouses, ané 
vegetables as early as March are 
peddled in hot afr wagons on the 
creeks. 

The writer entertained some very 
queer ideas about the lifg and charac- 
ter of the citizens of the Yukon until 
living among them. It fs quite natural 
to think of the folk who inhabit an 
out-of-the-way place as out-of-the-way 
people. And the ideas that most of 
the world still has about the Yukon 
and its people have been’ gathered! 
from pictures drawn by the newspap- 
ers in the early days of the Klondike 
rush. The visitor from the “outside” 
soon finds that the people of the Yukon

along in the same old way. He soon 
begins to feel that the little town of 
Dawson lying up near the Arctic circle, 
yet with all the conveniences of a 
large city, ia one of the most wonde-ful 
places in the worlc. He can purchase 
almost all the luxuries of life as well 
as its necessities in the town. The 
Dawson home, although smaller on the 
average than outside homes, has its 
electric light, telephone, city water, 
and, in short, conveniences which few. 
if any, towns of its size in the rest of 
America can boast. And if it were his 
good fortune to be entertained in some 
of these homes, he would find them 
tastefully and often luxuriously fur- 
nished and he would find everything 
managed with a grace that would sur- 
prise him. He would ’be still more sur- 
prised to find many comfortable little 
homes on the ‘creeks where the mining 
is carried on. And when he learned to 
know the people he woulc' find that 
they were above the average in intelli- 
gence and education. On the whole, 
the writer has never known a finer lut 
of folk. The gold of the Klondik2 
brought them there, yet there is no 
sordid love of money in their make- 
up. There is a kindliness and an 
open-hearted generosity about them 
that wins the heart. The chilcren are 
unusually bright, active and healthy. 
They are, as a rule frank and well- 
spoken with attractive manners, and 
lacking in self-consciousnss or rude- 
ness. They tell a tory of a high stan- 
dard of home life. Intellectually, the 
people of the Yukon need fear ‘com- 
parison with none. The average citi- 
zen of Dawson, and the average miner 
on the creeks is a man of force, intelli- 
gence and goo! education. There are 
many who have taken courses in high- 
er institutions of learning. 

The little town of Dawson has in it 
men and women of unusual talent. It 
might be supposed that the winter in 
Dawson would be unusually long and 
dull. Such is not the case. Beside 
the fascination of the winter sports 
and numerous social functions, there 
are many concerts and lectures by loc- 
al talent which are well attenced and 
are of a high standard. The people, 
too, both in town and on the creeks, 
are voracious readers. The handsome 
Carnegie library of Dawson with its 
well-stocked shelves, is well patroniz- 
ed, anc' though, as elsewhere, the great 
majority of the books read are fiction, 
they are generally of the best class. 
But the library reports show that the 
books on science, literature, sociolol- 
ogy, etc., have a very wide number of 
readers. On the whole, taking them 
all in all, there could not ‘be found a 
kinder, better, braver people. 


Just a word may be said as to the 
sports ant’ pastimes in the Yukon. 
While there are six months of winter, 
parts of which are very cold, it is safe 
to state that there are more enjoyable 
times there than anywhere else in the 
world. The Dawson (Curling Club, one 
of the largest of its kind in the world, 
has a club house that cost forty-two 
thousand dollars. Here are held hock- 
ey matches, skating carnivals, and ‘ice 
races, during the winter months, This 
part is usec! in summer for swimming. 
In the summer season of long days 
and ideal weather, there are baseball 
games (on the twenty-first of June 
there is one played at midnight owing 
to the fact that at that time twenty- 
four hours of daylight are enjoyed). 
The baseball season lasts from May 
twentieth until August twentieth. The 
games are played in Minto Park, a 
field built at the expense of twelve 
thousane' dollars. In addition to base- 
ball, cricket, football and lacrosse 
matches are played. The Dawson 
Lawn Tennis Club has two fine board 
courts ‘costing five thousand dollars. 
It has very comfortable quarters with 
shower baths. ‘Tennis is played up 
until midnight in the midcle of the 
summer. 

Excursions are made to King Dome, 
ong of the highest points around Daw- 
son, on the twenty-first of June to see 
the midnight sun. About midnight the 
sun dips below the horizon then short- 
ly rises again, making an_ almost 
complete circle overhead. 

Tt is impossible to Cescribe the 
beauty of the Northern Lights. ‘Rob- 
ert Service gives a very fine descrip- 
tion of them in his “Ballads of a 
Cheechaco.” When they seem to be 
very close and the sounds, like the 
soft whirrings of birds’ wings, are 
very near, they give one a very un- 
canny, awesome feeling. At times 
they are very bright and the country- 
side is alight. A photograph of Daw- 
son has been taken by the light of the 
Northern Lights. 

Hxcitement runs high about the 
first of May in each year over the mov: 
ing of the ice In the river. Icg pools 
are formed and bets are made as to 
what time, the ice will move. A sort 
of pedestal is placed on the {ce over 
the ‘channel in-front of Dawson. A 
wire is attached to this, and the other 
end attached to an automatic clock in 
one of the buildings on the shore. The 
moment the fice moves, the wire stops 
the clock, anc’ this determines the 
time at which the icg has moved. 
Sometimes it goes out quietly, and 
sometimes it jams and floods. Bells 
are rung, schools are closed, and bust- 
ness men close their offices at such a 
timg to see the ice go out. 

One cannot write of the Yukon with- 
out paying tribute to that splendid 
boc'y of men who, from the earliest 
days, maintained law and order—the 
Rovral North-West Mounted Police. 
Patrols are made from Dawson and 
Whitehorse, and also from. ¢'etach- 
ments, to outlying districts. and the 
whole territory policed as far as nos- 
sible. Fort McPherson, on the Peel

As ‘proof, 
here are one or two incidents concern- 
ing him. four of Dawson's inhabi- 
tants while walking to the Midnight 
Dome, a hill just» back’ of the city 
where a very fine view of the sur- 
rounding country -might be obtained, 


met the poet returning .from this, his, 


favorite walk. The following day the 
ladies received the following lines: 


“Oh, who the lowland trail would 
roam, . mr 

Or who woulc! bide content at home, 

Gin they might climb the Midnight 
Dome 

With two sweet lassies? 

Such eyes aglow, and roses! Well, 

I wish I were a bairn mysel’ 

That I might learn to read and spell, 
Among your classes.” 

The poet very kindly sent an appre- 
ciation of this verse sent in response: 
“To be a bairn. I¢ were well, 
Enchanted by some witch’s spell, 

To weave romantic tale to tell 
In nightly classes.” 

Again in appreciation of a box of 
Christmas goociies sent to him, he 
wrote: 

“Yes, the lonely Yukon bachelor is 
humbled in his pride, 

For his culinary handiwork plays hell 
with his inside. ~ 

And he cheerfully admits it, though 
his manly visage pales, 

That the cooking of the female is less 
deadly than the male's.” 


His pwblished' verses treat little 
of the felicities of life, but he pictures 
indelibly the struggle side of the 
Northerner’s career. Those who have 
lived in Dawson, and have felt the 
spell of the Yukon, like not to see em- 
phasized the stormy side, preferring 
to picture it as has Robert Service in 
these verses: 


“City, the sun rejoices, skies at mid- 
night aglow— 

Cabins with curtained winCows snugly 
nestling low— 

Yea, though the stress be over, 
land hath its treasure still. 

Dream of it, world-wide rover, the. old 
town under the hill— 

Blue at its feet the river, skies opal- 
eacent above, 

Homes, and gardens anc! children, 
peace, and plenty and love.” 


EXAMINER'S REVIEW OF 
PROVINCIAL MARKETS 


Cattle— 

Beef—Values on the Calgary market 
are a little higher this week than last, 
due chiefly to the good quality of the 
stuff that is being marketed. Choice 
heavy steers, $6.65 to $7, with a few 
real choice ones making as high as 
$7.50; choice light, $6.75 to $7; good, 
$6.25 to $6.50; meciium, $5.50 to $6; 
common, $8 to 450. Only a few choice 
heifers being marketed this week ,and 
prices are from $6 to $6.25, with an 
odd one or two making a little higher; 
good, $a to $5.50. Choice cows are 
holding at $5 to $5.25, but the large 
number of this line that are being 
shipped may mean there will be a 
weaker market in the near future; 
good, $4.75 to $5; mecium, $4 to 
$4.50; common, $3 to $3.50; canners, 
$1.60 to $2. Choice bulls are not be- 
ing marketed in very large quantities 
and values range from $2 to $2.50, with 
an occasional one going for more; 
medium, $1:50 to $1.75; canners from 
$1.25 up. Choice calves, $6150 to 
$7.50, with common kinds selling ‘from 
$3.50 to $5.50. Feeders, Stockers— 
Light feeders are bringing $4.50 but 
offerings not heavy. Stock steers, $3 
to $4.50; stock heifers, $2 to $3; stock 
cows, $2 to $2.60. 

Beef—Receipts were light on tho 
Edmonton market which has been 
fairly active throughout the week, anc’ 
all the offerings were well cleared, at 
prices which were a shade stronger 
than the close of last week, this being 
particularly true of the dry feed stuff. 
Choice heavy steers, $6.75 to» $7.25; 
choice light, $6.75 to $7.25; good, $6 
to $6.50; medium, $5.50 to $6; com 
mon, $4 to $5. Choice heifer receipts 
were light and market is firm at $6 to 
$6.60; good, $5.50 to $6. Light offer. 
ings of choice cows mace value about 
25¢e higher at 95 to $5.60; good, $4.50 
to $%; medium, $3.50 to $4; common, 
$2.50 to $3; canners, 1.15 to $1.25, and 
springers selling from $35 to $6t. 
Choice bulls, $2.25 to $2.50; medium, 
$1.50 to $2; canners, $1.25 to $1.50. 
The calf market is lower, and choice 
veal calves are selling at $7 to $8, 
with common kinds going trom $3 to 
$4. Feeders, Stockers—Steers that 
are of good quality arg easily taken 
care of, especially those that are fit 
for export at prices that range from 
$4 to $4.75, with an ocd one making 
$5; stock steers are selling from $3 to 
$4150; stock heifers, $2 to $3.25; and 
stock cows are bringing from $2 to 
$2.50. 

Hogs— 

The Calgary market fs unchanged 
from last week, and Wednesday's quo- 
tations were $11: for thick smooths 
with a 10 per cent premium being paid 
for bacon; today’s prices are $11.00. 
On the Ec'monton market prices were 
unchanged from las_ week, bids being 
$11 ‘for thick smooth, off cars, and a 
10 per cent premium being paid on 
the bacon market. ‘Long- haul hogs 
were selling At the same level. 
Sheep— 

Receipts on the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton yards are not heavy enough to es: 
tablish a market. Quotations on what 
Hittle stuff is hané@led run from $5 to 
$8 for ewes and from $11.50 to $13 for 
lambs. When the spring lambs start 
to arrive, which should not be long, 
prices will no doubt be better. 
Grain— 

Heavy rains throughout the three 
western ‘provinces during the past 
week have had more or less a_ ten 
dency to put the values on the Win- 
nipeg Grain exchange down, but Te: 
ports from the Unitet! States being 
bullish has offset this movement. 
Good rains have been reported as be- 
ing received in the southern parts of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, and at 
the present time conditions are look: 
,ing very favorable. 

' Butter—iCream—Chee 
Dairy putter— Value “are still hold-

yet. 
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Ing at last week's quotations, and the 
trace’ is looking very firm, and with 
demand as at present there will not 
even be a change with the Increase in 
receipts, Creamery Butter—The mar- 
ket this week looks very favorable, 
even though more cream is being 
handled and. values at the coast have 
dropped: “At Hdmonton prices have 
been raisec, dug to a good outside 
market prevailing, so it looks like Al. 
berta will hold firm. No word has 
been received as to just what Sagkat- 
chewan and Manitoba are doing, but 
it is believed that they. are holding 
steady.: Cream—Receipts are increas- 
ing all the time, anc! with the heavy 
rains that have been so _ noticeable 
during the past few days, it will not 
be long before the grass is good and 
green, which will mean an increase in 
the amount of cream that has to be 
taken care of by the ‘creameries, es- 
pecially those in the country towns. 
Cheese—The mke is increasing at a 
steady rate, and nearly all the cream- 
eries at country points are manufac- 
turing. Prices are holding firm. Milk 
—No change has been reported in the 
prices paid by Calgary milk concerns. 
Egegs—Poultry— 

Locat receipts are reported by 
Gealers as being light, ‘with most of 
the hen fruit handled going into stor- 
age. Edmonton reports that deliver- 
ies there are light also, and that they 
have advanced prices. The ‘cause for 
this is chiefly laid to the large number 
of birds that were marketed last fall. 
Poultry. Hardly any fowl being handl- 
ed on local markets, and the only stuff 
that is being shipped is the culls from 
the flocks. The coast market has had 
a good season for poultrymen—they 
have been supplying the market at 
Winnipeg, which in previous years 
has been handled almost entirely with 
biré's from the United ‘States. i 
Hay— 

The local market reports that re- 
ceipts are light, and that the demand 
is. not as large as it has been during 
the past two or threg weeks. This is 
caused chiefly by the larger part~- of 
the heavy work on the farm being 
completed. Conditions at Edmonton 
are practically the same as those being 
experienced by local buyers, for the 
deliveries in the northern city are 
light, but they expect a little move- 
ment within a short while. 

Potatoes— 

The supply from local farmers Is 
not very heavy, and the jobbers are of 
the opinion that most of the spuc's 
must have been marketed. Prices 
this year have been very good and 
still are for local ‘buyers are quoting 
$30 to $33 to the trade. Potatoes are 
still arriving from the east, and 
Prince Edward Island receipts are be- 
ing quoted at $35 to $88, which makes 
the market on them a little firmer. 
Some importations have been made 
from Quebec curing the past week, 
‘and they are selling at $38 per ton to 
the trade. They are reported as being 
nice and firm. 
fHides— 

The hide market is not doing very 
much. Receipts are said to be light 
and there is not a very large demand. 
Best quality skins not on the market 
Horsehair market is practically 
over and only a light demand exist- 
ing. ‘Wool conditions in the east are 
looking a little better but local deal- 
ers are not quoting. 

Furs— 

(Local trading is practically nil; a 
few pelts are arriving from the north 
but they are few and far between. 
Some of the trappers that have just 
arrived back from these tTegions say 


that winter conditions are very favor-. 


able and that they succeecied in mak- 
ing large catches. At the sale at Win- 
nipeg that was held on Monday, bad- 
ger and ‘weasel along with fox pelts, 
were good sellers. Some wolf skins 
made high money.
